At 
this time, ladies and gentlemen, Co- 
lumbus hotels are cluttered up by the 
host of eastern and western newspa- 
per correspondents who are pacing 
thru and trying to find the answers to 
t'nj ancient riddle of "What the devil 
has broken loose in Ohio?" To those 
who come with open minds the situa- 
tion is surprising. To those who come 
with a predisposition toward the claim 
that is resounded thru the remainder 
of the country that the Republican:- 
•will win but by a reduced majority tho 
situation is alarming and to the thick 
and thin supporters of President War- 
ren G. Harding the situation is appal- 
ling in its earthquake 
catastrophic 


possibilities. The eastern "hard-boils" 
.fall over when they casually survey 
the scene and find that there is plenty 
of evidence in support of the newspa- 
per polls and other impartial tests of 
public opinion. 
Broadly surveyed, the 


majorities in Republican counties give 
prospects of being cut to ribbons while 
the majorities in nearly all Demo- 
cratic counties will be little short of 
phenomenal If the dope 
ii; not 
all 


wrong, which is scarcely possible. An<l 
it makes them wonder and wonder and 
: wonder.

dental. The country might havi* stood 
for all of them had it foenn prosper- 
ous. Then again it might not. That's 
debatable. But these breaks of luck 
tre scarcely debatable. 
If one only 


lets memory run back to January 8 
and March 4, 1921, it can be'under- 
stood that Ohio is responding normal- 
ly to a eituation. If President Hard- 
ing has had one break of luck that 
would bring him support it would ba 
hard to find it. Tho illness of his wife 
brought temporary personal .sympathy, 
tothing more.

Cumber tariff bill in view of the wave 
of protest and its immediate effect in 
increasing the cost of every article of 
consumption from cradle to grave. 


4. Protest of tlic American Legion 


ia the management of affairs by Dr. 
C. E. Sawyer. 


5. Bungling manner of handling 


thfc railway shopmen's strike with the 
climax of the Daugherty injunction. 


6. Failure to find a solution for the 


coal strike and the fuel difficulties of 
the country undar which 40 cent corn 
must be traded for $12 coal. 


7. Loss of confidence of the pro- 


gressive forces within the Republican 
party in the President. 


8. Suspicion of the people that the 


revenue legislation was designed sole- 
ly for relief of the profiteers while in- 
creasing the other tax burdens. 


9. Proof of the fact that the veto 


of the soldiers' bonus was demanded 
and secured by the Standard Oil com- 
panies and immediate division of huge 
"ineloas" thereafter. 
10. Blundering interference in the 


Ohio primaries by the President's sup- 
porters and slaughter of all progres- 
sives. 


11. Brutal attack on former Presi- 


dent Woodrow Wilson by Harding's

OW Mrs. Ira Mitchell, heroic Amer- 


ican woman missionary, saved flv<j 
hundred Christian girls 'from Slav. 


ery and death by defying all night long a 
mob of the worst Turkish riff-raff in Stam- 
boul is told in a confidential report just 
received from Constantinople. 


Mrs. 
Mitchell, matron of a mission in 


the Turkish district of the city, was awak- 
ened one morning by a terror-strickon 
Greek convert, who told her that a cara- 
van of his countrywomen, refugees from 
Smyrna, after that city was burned, had 
just been brought to Constantinople under 
Turkish protection; that a crowd of tho' 
worst element in the Stamboul section 
was threatening them, and that be doubted 
whether the email Turkish guard could or 
would be willing to fire on their own coun- 
trymen to protect the girls. 


There were no American men at the 


mission ho«s<?. 
Mrs. Mitchell, a frail, 


gray-haired woman, decided courageously 
to act on her own initiative. She dressed u 
hastily and went to the American High !._.. 
Commissioner. Ho could furnish her M'ith ji 
no guards or armed protection, but. he \*$£~ 
agreed to send a formal representative " 
with her and to lend her the full backing 
and prestige of his diplomatic authority. 


With a small American flag pinned on 
her dress and another in her hand, accom- 
panied by one unarmed man and without 
other escort of any kind, Mrs. Mitchell 
went bravely into the worst district of 
tho native quarter of the city. 


On her way she learned that, most of 


the five hundred women refugees wero 
young girls, many beautiful, and that a 
crowd of the worst, fanatical Turks, hang- 
ers-on and scum of the army, were gath- 
ering together adherents among the na- 
tives, and demanding that the girls be 
turned over to them as spoils of war, to 
be kept for their own disposal. 


They were threatening that if the Turk- 


ish guard refused to accede to their de- 
mand they would set Ore to the build'inv; 
in which the refugees were confined and 
massacre the lot. 


Apparently the mob was waiting for 


night to carry out its purpose, for it 
scarcely dared attack its own Turkish sol- 
diers in broad daylight—and the Turkish 
Government was making a strong claim of 
guaranteeing protection. 


Arriving on the scone, Mrs. Mitchell en- 


countered a tragic and pathetic spectacle. 
Herded together in a wooden building with 
an earthen floor—scarcely more than a 
huge nlicd for tho stabling of cattle—wero 
!hc flvn hundred glrlH—ragged, hungry, 
worn from thflr lonR march, terror In their 
eyns as they waited. 


Guarding them wore less than twenty 


Indifferent. 
Turkish rngulnrs — many of 


whom theniH'.ilvcs lint oil Christians and 
who could scam-ly 1m depended upon to 
risk their own liven to defend these de- 
spised enemy CIrooks ugalnst a mob. 


Mrs. Mitchell found the military officer 


In charge, told him all she had heard, and 
demanded that. iln> girls Immediately be 
taken to some place where they could be 
put under adequate American or Allied 
i) rejection. 


Phe officer demurred, but made liUle 


real protest. Perhaps he foresaw trouble 
and difficulty for himself and was at heart 
willing enough to bo relieved of the re- 
sponsibility. 
At any rate, after a short 


conference, she marshalled tho girls to- 
gether, and marching herself at the head 
of them, with ths> American flag held high 
.above her head, took them boldly through 
the streets of the Stamboul area of Con- 
stantinople to t.ltp American Ministry- 


There were muttnrings in the crowds 


along the street, but Mrs. Mitchell made it 
plain by her attitudo that they would have 
to trample her and the flag before they 
could touch one of the girls, and this, In 
broad daylight, was more than they dared. 


The strange procession arrived safely 


at the American Ministry, but Mrs, Mit- 
chell's greatest difficulties still lay before 
her. 


The Ministry is not a large building. 


In fact, it is very small. There was no 
room for five hundred girl refugees. They 
were safe enough in broad daylight, even 
horded together In the public street, under 
tho actual shadow of the Ministry and un- 
der its official protection, but they would 
not be safe there at night, and in a few 
hours darkness would be coming on.
